Loughner Pleads Guilty 
To Ariz. Mass Shooting

Gunman who killed 
6 in 2011 agrees to 
spend life in prison 

Tucson, Ariz. 

Jared Lee Loughner agreed Tues- 
day to spend the rest of his life in 
prison, accepting that he went on 
a deadly shooting rampage at an 
Arizona political gathering in 2011 
and sparing the victims a lengthy 
death-penalty trial. 

His plea came 
soon after a fed- 
eral judge found 
that months of 
psychiatric treat- 
ment for schizo- 
phrenia made 
Loughner able to 
understand charg- 
es that he killed six people and 
wounded 13 others, including his 
intended target, then-Rep. Gabri- 
elle Giffords. 

His hair closely cropped, Lough- 
ner was not the smiling, bald-head- 


ed suspect captured in a mug- 
shot soon after the January 2011 
shooting. 

“I plead guilty,” the 23-year-old 
college dropout said Tuesday. 

Experts had concluded that 
Loughner suffers from schizo- 
phrenia, and officials at a feder- 
al prison have forcibly medicated 


him with psychotropic drugs for 
more than a year. 

Court-appointed psychologist 
Christina Pietz testified for an hour 
about how she believes Loughner 
became competent. Loughner lis- 
tened calmly without expression. 

After the hearing, Loughner’s 
parents cried and embraced. The

No Death Sentence 

The decision to spare Jared Lee 
Loughner a federal death sentence 
makes sense, said Dale Baich, a fed- 
eral public defender in Phoenix who 
handles capital case appeals and 
isn’t involved in the case. “As time 
went on and there were numerous 
evaluations, I think everybody had a 
better understanding of Mr. Lough- 
ner’s mental illness," Baich said. He 
added: “It appears that he will need 
to be treated for the rest of his life in 
order to remain competent." (ap) 


victims mostly just watched with- 
out expression. 

“He’s a different person in his 
appearance and his affect than the 
first time I laid eyes on him,” said 
Judge Larry A. Burns, who then 
accepted the plea agreement and 
added that he found it to be in the 
best interest of everyone involved. 

The outcome was welcomed by 
some victims as a way to avoid a 
lengthy, possibly traumatic trial. 

“The pain and loss caused by 
the events of Jan. 8, 2011, are incal- 
culable,” Giffords said in a joint 
statement with her husband, Mark 
Kelly. “Avoiding a trial will allow us 
... to continue with our recovery.”

Mitt Romney, who is narrowing in on his 
vice presidential pick, will launch a four- 
state bus tour later this week that will take 
him to Virginia, North Carolina, Florida and 
Ohio. Meanwhile, Republicans announced 
more speakers for the convention opening 
Aug. 27 in Tampa, Fla., where Romney will officially accept the GOP nomina- 
tion. Former Pennsylvania Sen. Rick Santorum, former Florida Gov. Jeb Bush 
and Kentucky Sen. Rand Paul are among them, (ap) 



Republican accuses 
president of undoing 
’96 reform overhaul

Making a play for middle-class vot- 
ers, Republican presidential can- 
didate Mitt Romney sought Tues- 
day to elevate welfare reform as a 
campaign issue, accusing President 
Obama of encouraging a “culture 
of dependency.” 

Campaigning near the presi- 
dent’s hometown of Chicago, Rom- 
ney suggested Obama had dis- 
mantled the 1996 welfare reform 
overhaul signed into law by Presi- 
dent Clinton. Romney said that, if 
elected, he would make sure welfare 
recipients are required to work. 

“We will end a culture of depen- 
dency and restore a culture of good 
hard work,” Romney said. 

White House spokesman Jay 
Carney blasted Romney’s asser- 
tions as “categorically false and 
blatantly dishonest.” 


The Romney campaign pressed 
the welfare issue in a new ad criti- 
cizing Obama for his decision last 
month to change welfare require- 
ments. The White House said 
Obama wanted to give states the 
flexibility they had been seeking to 
tailor the program to their needs. 

But some conservatives fear 
the increased latitude could allow 
states to get around the work 
requirements, which were a key 
element of the welfare overhaul 
under Clinton. 

Romney was among several 
Republican governors who signed 


a letter in 2005 asking for more 
“waiver authority.” 

His campaign sees Obama’s 
decision on welfare as an oppor- 
tunity to argue that the president 
is a liberal who wants to give the 
poor a free pass at the expense of 
the middle class. 

“His policies will take America 
backward — back to the discredit- 
ed liberalism of a bygone era where 
bigger government programs and 
bigger government checks were the 
answer to every problem,” said Lan- 
hee Chen, Romney’s policy director.

Clinton calls for plan 
as speculation about 
post-Assad era rises

Standing just a few strides from the 
Syrian border, an Iraqi was min- 
gling with Syrian rebel units out- 
side their camp here, trying to find 
one that would take him in and let 
him fight in the uprising. 

“It’s an honor for me,” said 
Sheik Abu Abdullah, wearing the 
white robe, Islamic skullcap and 
beard common among Islamic 
hardliners. 

The battle-hungry Iraqi is part 
of a stream of Arab fighters who 
have been drawn to the rebel cause, 
adding not only to the growing 
complexities of Syria’s civil war 
but also deepening the uncertain- 
ties of what could follow President 
Bashar Assad’s regime.

Assad Unwavering 

Syrian President Bashar Assad made his first 
appearance on state TV in nearly three weeks Tues- 
day in a show of solidarity with senior Iranian envoy 
Saeed Jalili, vowing to defeat the rebels and their 
backers. Assad’s appearance highlighted his deep- 
ening reliance on a shrinking list of allies, led by Teh- 
ran, especially in the wake of Monday’s defection of 
Syria’s prime minister, Riad Hijab, and other figures

Russia Botches Rocket Launch 


Moscow 

Russia’s space pride suffered anoth- 
er blow Tuesday when a boost- 
er rocket failed to place two com- 
munications satellites into target 
orbits. 

Russia’s Roscosmos space agen- 
cy said the Proton-M rocket was 
launched just before midnight Mon- 
day from the Russian-leased Bai- 
konur cosmodrome in Kazakhstan. 
The booster’s first stages worked 
fine, but the upper stage intended to 
give the final push to the satellites 
switched off prematurely. 

The agency said that the mal- 
function stranded the Russian

Backstory 

Russia's space program has suf- 
fered a series of botched launches, 
including that of a Russian robotic 
probe designed to study a moon of 
Mars in November. Russia also lost 
a military satellite in February 2011

Le Messager newspaper in 
Cameroon said the athletes were 
supposed to fly back to Cameroon 
on Sunday. Britain’s Home Office,

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5 Injured in Escalator Accident 


Metro: MechanicaL 
problem at LEnfant 
Plaza is not to blame 


Washington 

Metro continues to investigate the 
accident that injured five people on 
an escalator at L’Enfant Plaza on 
Tuesday morning, sending three 
commuters to the hospital follow- 
ing a situation one rider described 
as “utter chaos.” 

Shortly before 8:30 a.m., a 
woman was heading down to the 
station’s lower level with a mid- 
to-large-size bag that got caught 
in the panel running alongside 


the escalator steps, said Dan 
Stessel, the transit agency’s chief 
spokesman. 

Part of the bag “got caught in 
a seam between two panels” and 
a panel partially detached, Stes- 
sel said. 

Metro’s information thus far is 
based on reports from witnesses, 
including some of the people who 
were injured, he said. 

Ronnie Quzack, a commut- 
er who took the escalator just 
moments before other riders were 
injured, said she moved past the 
partially detached panel while rid- 
ing down to the lower level. 

“As soon as we got to the bot- 
tom, we heard all the commotion

and turned around ... and that’s 
when people started tumbling 
down,” said Quzack, a Depart- 


ment of Commerce employee com- 
muting downtown from District 
Heights. 


The piece of metal, which is 
about 8 feet long, was flopping 
back and forth on the escalator 
steps “like a loose garden hose,” 
Quzack said. 

Five adult riders were injured, 
according to Metro. Three of them 
were taken to the hospital with 
non-life-threatening injuries, while 
two commuters declined any med- 
ical assistance. At least one woman 
suffered a gash on her leg, and peo- 
ple didn’t realize her injury until 
they pulled another rider off of her, 
Quzack said. 

The escalator will remain out of 
service until it’s inspected, accord- 
ing to Stessel. 

“But at this point, we don’t have 
any reason to believe that there was 
anything mechanically wrong with 
the escalator,” he said, markberman

On the heels of a small rate increase 
by Maryland regulators, Pepco 
announced Tuesday that it plans to 
file for another hike this fall. 

In a conference call to inves- 
tors Tuesday, Joseph M. Rigby, 
chief executive of parent company 
Pepco Holdings, bemoaned a state 
ruling last month that denied the 
bulk of a rate increase sought by 
Pepco and sister company Delmar- 
va Power. Rigby said the Maryland 


Public Service Commission’s deci- 
sion has led the company to seek 
another rate increase and extend 
a hiring freeze. 

“We expect to file our next 
round of rate cases in Maryland 
in the fourth quarter of this year,” 
he said. “A fair and reasonable out- 
come in the next round of cases will 
be crucial to continue the pace of 
investment in Maryland.” 

Pepco sought a $68 million rate 
increase for its 531,000 Maryland 
customers, but last month the PSC 
granted only $18 million in rate 
hikes. Regulators calculated the 
increase to be $2.02 to the aver- 
age residential bill, but that was 
revised to $1.89, a Pepco spokes-

woman said. They also reduced 
the company’s allowable return to 
shareholders to 9.31 percent, from 
9.83 percent.

“Our plan B is to keep rate cases 
every nine months if that’s neces- 
sary, and that’s what we plan to 
do,” Anthony Kamerick, Pepco 
Holdings’ chief regulatory officer, 
told investors. 

Pepco Holdings released its 
earnings report Tuesday, when it 
reported a 34 percent drop in sec- 
ond-quarter profits. It announced 
a net income of $62 million, down 
from $94 million a year ago.

Stevens said money raised by 
his band’s tours and record sales 
was often funneled to legal defense 
funds for white supremacists 
charged with federal crimes. 

The band now viewed as the 
pioneer of hate rock was called 
Skrewdriver, hailing from Britain’s 
skinhead scene in the late 1970s 
and pioneering a genre called 
“Oi,” which sounds similar to 
punk bands of the period such as 
the Sex Pistols. 

The genre spread to the U.S. and 
mushroomed in the early 1980s. 
The Internet enabled much wider 
distribution of the music. 

Not all the music is abrasive. 
Performers featured on the 
Resistance Records website include 
Saga, a Swedish singer who sings 
in a lilting voice that recalls Sarah 
McLachlan. 

Still, aggressive punk and 
metal are hate rock’s main outlets. 
That was what Page played while 
fronting End Apathy. Heidi Beirich 
of the Southern Poverty Law Center 
tried to decipher Page’s lyrics, but 
found them mostly unintelligible 


beyond choruses of “Sieg Heil.” 

Hate rock concerts and festivals 
are commonly held on private land. 
Smaller shows are held at clubs 
or bars, with the groups often 
concealing their ideology from 
venue owners. 

“You’ll see a lot of machismo, a 
lot of aggression,” said Pete Simi, 
a University of Nebraska- Omaha 
social scientist. 

“It’s a very hyper-masculine 
space,” he said. “The men will 
have their T-shirts off, and most 
are heavily tattooed.” Fights 
are common at the gatherings. 
Stabbings are not unusual. 


Label Reacts 

A Baltimore label that distributed 
music by the gunman in the 
Wisconsin Sikh temple shooting said 
Monday it has removed all images 
and products related to the band 
from its website. Label 56 also issued 
a statement denouncing the actions 
of the gunman, Wade Michael Page, 
saying it does notseekattention 
through “shock value” and has 
worked to encourage people to take 
a positive path.

Liu Xiang slowly, awkwardly made 
his way alongside the track he was 
supposed to be racing on Tuesday, 
forced instead to hop on his good 
leg while straining to keep his 
injured one elevated. 

Eight years ago, he won the 
110 -meter hurdles at the Athens 
Games — tying the world record, 
giving China its first Olympic gold 
medal in men’s track and field, and 
becoming one of the most famous 
and popular people in a nation of 
more than 1 billion. The numbers 
since then for Liu? Two Olympics, 
zero hurdles cleared. 

Liu stumbled into the first bar- 
rier of his opening heat at Lon- 
don’s Olympic Stadium on Tuesday, 
crumbled to the ground and stayed 
down for a few moments, clutch- 
ing his lower right leg. The head of 
China’s track team, Feng Shuyong, 
said Liu might have ruptured his 
right Achilles’ tendon. 

It was reminiscent of what hap- 
pened in front of a stunned-into- 
silence home crowd at the Bird’s 
Nest in Beijing at the last Olympics 
in 2008, when Liu withdrew from 
his preliminary heat after taking all 
of two strides, unable to overcome 
foot and hamstring injuries.

His vision is a world that 
better understands China. 
His mission is to start 
with building bridges in 
the United States. Zhao 
Qiguang shares his dreams 
with Gang Lide. 


F or the last two decades and more, Chinese- 
American Zhao Qiguang has given countless 
talks and lectures on Chinese culture in the 
United States, where he is Burton and Lily 
Levin Professorof Chinese atCarleton College, 
Northfield, Minnesota. To Zhao, international 
cultural exchanges are no less important than 
bilateral trade, and he feels there is a definite deficit at 
the moment. 


While China exports more 
commodities than it imports, the 
opposite is true when it comes 
to culture. At the moment, China 
imports more than it exports and it 
absorbs more foreign influence at 
home than it manages to spread its 
own culture abroad. 

That’s why Zhao feels it is his 
responsibility to let the world 
know more about the rich cultural 
heritage that China commands from 
thousands of years of history and 
philosophy. 

Born in Beijing, 64-year-old Zhao 
comes from a family with a talent 
for science — his parents were both 
physics professors. One year after 
he obtained a master’s degree at the 
Chinese Academy of Social Sciences 
in British and American literature in 
1981, he went to the US, where he 
earned another master's degree and 
a doctorate in comparative literature 
at the University of Massachusetts 
Amherst. 

Since he started returning to 
China, he has been a frequent 
guest on Chinese television and a 
visiting professor to some Chinese 
universities, speaking on culture 
and international relations. His 
discussions on Taoism and the 
philosophy of Laozi on Shanghai 
and Shandong television were very 
well received. 

These days, “soft power” has 
become a buzzword in international 
relations. In Zhao’s view, soft power 
is the international currency of a 
country that will persuade others of 
its worth. 

“You cannot use military or 
economic influence to force other 


people to believe what you believe,” 
he said, and China’s rich culture, 
culled from a long and continuous 
history, is part of that soft power. 

“When we say Chinese culture, 
it seems we often refer to 
Confucianism only. There are other 
aspects, such as Taoism, which 
emphasizes harmony between 
humans and nature, and harmony 
within man himself. 

“It can be very convincing to 
people outside China because 
both confront universal problems 
of modernization, and we all have 
anxiety when we are faced with the 
stress of rapid industrialization,” he 
said. 

Zhao adds that his American 
students are deeply curious about 
Taoism. “When we practice tai chi, 
they can feel the inner strength of 
this philosophy, and they need not 
be forced into believing. So this is a 
very typical form of soft power.” 

Zhao believes the revival of Laozi’s 
philosophy will insert a thundering 
crescendo into the symphony of the 
New Age. 

Asa philosopher livinginthefourth 
century BC, Laozi was first in many 
things. He dealt with universal truths 
about people’s understanding of the 
world from a special point of view. 

In his masterpiece Tao Te Ching, 
he does not mention a specific 
person, a specific event or place. He 
represented man talking with nature, 
and in this aspect, he is unparalleled. 

According to Zhao, Laozi was the 
first in his time to accord respect to 
women, and was an early forerunner 
of today’s feminism. He spoke 
highly of the power of the yin, the

weak, and put forward the belief that 
the weak, the female, can take over 
the stronger male. 

“He was the first to talk about 
dialectics, realizing that everything 
goes into the opposite. Hegel and 
other philosophers found this out 
2,000 years after him.” 

The professor calls himself a 
“practical Taoist”. 

Among his published works in 
recent years is something named 
Do Nothing & Do Everything — a 


summary of the course he teaches 
in the US. 

He tells his readers that tai chi is 
not only body movement but also 
mental inspiration. 

“So people follow the course of 
nature, understand the harmony 
between human beings and nature, 
and establish a healthy mind. This is 
the way to understand Taoism, and 
it is also the Taoist way to health and 
longevity.” 

Zhao says like much ancient 


Chinese wisdom, Taoism is of 
universal value and may offer 
answers to modern problems. 

“Confucius emphasizes social 
structure, success, consequence 
— if you work hard you’ll be paid; if 
you raise good children you’ll get 
filial piety: if you are loyal and a 
good scholar you’ll be recognized 
by the emperor. Good. The Chinese 
used this for thousands of years for 
success,” he said. 

But Zhao says we should not focus 
only on success. 

“ If we focus only on success all the 
time, we’ll pay a great cost because 
we ignore other things, such as 
health, harmony, and interpersonal 
relationships.” 

He says modernization has also 
damaged the environment. 

“Laozi tells us to respect nature. 
We don’t want to conquer it, but to 
appreciate and coexist with it. So 
Laozi is the first environmentalist. 
There is a lot that the world can learn 
from him today.” 

In Zhao’s view, China must step up 
cultural exchanges with major world 
partners, such as the US. “When two 
big powers like the US and China 
coexist, we must have a flow of 
ideas, of knowledge, of personnel, of 
capital. People live on ideas. Material 
things disappear but ideas last. 

“You add love to a house and it 
becomes a home. You add truth to 
a school and you have education. 
You add ideas to the world and you 
have civilization. You put all of them 
together and you have a future.” 

That is his dream, that he can 
build cultural bridges between the 
two countries, between the East and 
West. 

“I believe Taoism is a universal 
ideal and that China can present 
its ideals of nature, harmony and 
beauty to the world, and the world 
will listen. 

“I believe I can contribute by 
teaching about how we think, and 
I believe this is the peaceful way to 
spread Chinese soft power.”

When I spoke to Rob Delaney, one 
of the most re-tweeted comedians 
on Twitter ((g)RobDelaney), in March, 
he noted that his act and feed did not 
intersect. “I don’t just read tweets on 
stage," he said. “I don’t think that would 
be a worthwhile evening of comedy." 

For Delaney, who has built a fan 
base almost solely on his feed, that 
makes sense. For someone like 
Mulaney, I see Twitter as a public joke 
notebook. If a tweet ends up making 
its way on stage, then it was probably 
destined to show up there anyway.

‘Hope Springs' packs 
a surprisingly strong 
emotional punch 

Film Review 

Here’s how surprisingly effective 
“Hope Springs” is: It will make you 
want to go home and have sex with 
your spouse. Or at least share a lon- 
ger hug or a passionate kiss. 

You don’t have to be married for 
31 years like the stuck-in-a-rut cou- 
ple Meryl Streep and Tommy Lee 
Jones play to feel inspired by the 
film’s message about keeping your 
relationship alive. It sounds like a 
cliche because it is a cliche. 

And yet, despite television ads 
that suggest pat, glossy superfi- 
ciality, “Hope Springs” unearths 
some quiet and often uncomfort- 
able truths. The film explores the 
complicated dynamics that develop 
over a long-term relationship with 


great honesty and little judgment. 
What looks like a standard rom-com 
turns into something akin to a mod- 
ern Ingmar Bergman film. 

Kay (Streep) and her husband, 
Arnold Qones), live in a comfortable 
home in Omaha, Neb. Their children 
have grown up and moved out, leav- 
ing them to settle into a drab rou- 
tine. When he comes home, some 
sort of meat-and-potatoes dinner 
is waiting for him. Afterward, she 
cleans up while he dozes off in the 
recliner. Then they head upstairs to 
sleep — in separate bedrooms. 

It’s been this way for years. 

Tired of the sexless complacen- 
cy, Kay insists that she and Arnold 
take part in an intense, one-week

couples’ therapy session. Arnold 
grudgingly agrees to join her, but 
once he sits down on the couch, it 
takes a while for him even to consid- 
er opening up to the soft-spoken Dr.

The therapy scenes are just 
exquisitely acted and paced, with 
body language and slight facial ges- 
tures that speak volumes. The silenc- 
es provide tension and intimacy, but 
once these two do begin answer- 
ing questions, they reveal regrets, 
yearnings and fantasies they’d never 
dared to speak aloud. 

Jones is doing his patented, 
humorously gruff persona but with 
some eventual vulnerability. Kay 
longs to be loved so desperately, your 
heart just aches for her — and yet, 
she also may bear much of the blame 
for the state of her marriage. 

Without a single special effect 
or explosion, “Hope Springs” is the

Marvin Hamlisch was blessed with 
perfect pitch and an infallible ear. 
“I heard sounds that other children 
didn’t hear,” he wrote in his auto- 
biography. 

Hamlisch, who died Monday at 
age 68 after a brief illness, turned 
that skill into writing and arrang- 
ing compulsively memorable songs 
that the world was unable to stop 
humming — from the mournful 
“The Way We Were” to the jaunty 
theme from “The Sting.” 

Prolific and seeming with- 
out boundaries, Hamlisch com- 
posed music for such film heroes 
as James Bond and Woody Allen, 
powerful singers such as Liza Min- 
nelli and Aretha Franklin, and

Judith Crist, a blunt and popular 
film critic for the “Today” show, TV 
Guide and the New York Herald Tri- 
bune whose reviews were at times 
so harsh that director Otto Prem- 
inger labeled her “Judas Crist,” 
died Tuesday.
